All experience goes to prove that early 
spring seediog ia— niae times cut of ton — the 
best. Our seasons are very short even when 
[ho utmost advantage is taken by Bowlng ia 
good lime. We do not advocate putting seed 
into the groond until the land ia la good or- 
der to recaiva It; nor do we advise getting on 
the land before it is fit to bear the team; but 
we do advocate driving bard for an early 
spring seeding. 

Mrs Dr Troyer, who resides in Parmington, 
III,, has a pair of Boglish black bantams. 
Last summer, when the little ben brought out 
her brood ol chickeus, as sooa as it bocnmo 
evening she quietly rstired to the roost and 
left Mr Chanticleer to keep them warm over 
night, and in the morning reaamed her duties 
as usual. This waa kept up regularly, as long 
aa the young ones had to be cared for. — Can-> 
too. 111., Kegiiter. 

It is related of an Eaglish farmer that he 
condensed bis practical experience into this 
rule: "Feed your laad before it is huagry, 
rest It before It is weary, and weed it before 
it is foul."

Tho rule demands the 
eiercijo of tho <innlitie3 needful for success 
ia every occup.^uion — untiring watchfulness, 
and prudent care, knowledge, foreUioiig'-.i, 
eneri;y, and ecouomv, regularity, nlteniion to 
little tbings, personal supervisoa and obser- 
vation.

It farntshss the most perfect protecn 
tion to the soil during the fierce dry heats of 
the summer. Being a constantly deciduous 
plant, Its leaves are perpetually falling, and 
soon form a delicate covering for shade, easily 
penetrated at all points by the air, which is 
the great carrier to tho worn out soil of Ihoso 
atmospheric elements that aro to enrich it. In 
this way tho clover plant not only contributes 
directly to tho fertilizing of the Boil by giving 
its own substiuica to it, but it furnished a 
protective covering lo tho entire ground|Which 
encouragoa and stimuUtes those chemical 
processes by which tho hungry and oxLausted 
soil is recuperated from the vast aapplies of 
nutriment that are held in the atmosphere. 
It becomes to the farmer the most valuable 
fertilizer in the world, as It Imparts fertility 
to the entire soil.
